26. What Is A Level? 

Steps in the depth of your organization. There are 10 levels in White Hat’s 2x10 sales plan. 

27. What Is Spillover Or Overflow? 

New sales of customers or distributors that the computer may spill into your downline. This happens if a distributor 
above you makes a sale but their ist level or more is already occupied and under you is the first available open spot a 
new position can be placed. If this happens to you, you can benefit in your personal matrix from their position and any 
sales they make. 

2$. What Is A matching Bonus? 

A bonus you can receive that is equal to the same personal matrix pay out that would be received by anyone you 
personally sponsor, even if they are not yet eligible for their own bonus because they have not sponsored anyone.
